ALGER IS REAL ANGRY. 


Ssys That Miles Is Groofiing Himself 
for the Presidency. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Before leaving 
this city Secretary Alger gave evidence 
that he was really angry at Gen. Miles. 
“Gen, Miles is a candidate for the Presi- 


dency who would like to mount on the 
wreck of this Administration to the Re- 
publican nomination in 1900."". This is sub- 
stantially the language which Secretary 
Alger used in speaking to a friend about 
the criticisms on the War Department. 

Secretary Alger apparently belfeves that 

Gen. Miles is actuated. by personal and 
political, rather than patriotic motives, 
and that his object is not to institute re- 
forms, but to make President McKinley’s 
Administration so unpopular as to make 
the renomination of President McKinley 
inadvisable, and to constrain the Repub- 
lican party to nominate Gen, Miles in 1900, 
as the real military hero of the war, and 
the champion of the soldiers, their rela- 
tives and friends against the War Depart- 
ment. 
Secretary Alger, forbidden to talk for pub- 
lication on the subject of Gen. Miles and 
his criticisms, has had no vent for his feel- 
ing of wrathful resentment, except in econ- 
versation with his friends, but it has es- 
caped there with great force. 

The Secretary is angry clear through. If 
he had been left to himself it is evident that 
he would have tried to punish Gen. Miles 
by way of revenge. His desire seems tou 
have been strong enough to make him dis- 
regard all political considerations and per- 
f£ona!l consequences, He would have court- 
martialed Gen, Miles as soon as he admitted 
the authenticity of the interviews, and he 
would have deposed him from the command 
of the army and exiled him from Washing- 
ton, Adjutant-General Corbin has talked 
less about it, but he has been quite as angry 
at Gen, Miles as Secretary Alger, and would 
have taken extreme measures against him 
if he could.

ishment was abolished in the canton of 
Geneva in 1874. Sixteen other cantons out 
of a total of twenty-two abolished it at the 
same time. 

It would be in the power of the Supreme 
Council of the Swiss Confederation to abro- 
gate this law in this specific case, but the 
Supremne Council could act only upon ap- 
peal from the Cantonal Council. It is con- 
sidered improbable that any such excep- 
tional enactment wil! be made, both be- 
cause of a strong feeling prevailing 
throughout Switzerland against capital 
punishment and because it is believed that 
life imprisonment under the rigorous sys- 
tem practiced in the case of murderers in 
Swiss prisons is a much more terrible pun- 
ishment than death. Nevertheless, a de- 
mand will be made by public opinion of 
Europe for capital punishment under ex- 
emplary conditions being visited on Luc- 
chino, and in view of the international 
character of the crime the cautious Swias 
may yield to that feeling.

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HOME RULE FOR CITIES. 

A reader calls in question the advisability of allowing clitles 

to have home rule in the police department, and cites exam- 
ples of corruption in the past history of St. Louis, when the 
department here was the teol of a Republican administra- 
tion. : 
As everyone is aware, we are lialfe to have the forces of evil 
uppermost under any system of government in our great 
cities. A bad State Governor or a bad Mayor is equally sure 
to corrupt a police’ department of which either of them has 
control. The Governor as well as the Mayor is an elected 
officer. One is not likely to be more virtuous than the other 
because he performs his duties at the State Capitol instead of 
at a City Hall. 

But the Mayor is the chief executive of the city, and as he 
is to be more diréctly their arbiter for weal or woe than the 
State Governor, it is assumable that the voters ofa city who 
had anything to lose would take even more interest in the 
election of a good Mayor than of a Governor. 

The principle that a-city ought to have the management 
of its own civic guard remains untouched by past failures in 
carrying that. principle into effect. 

It need only he added that citizens who are too dead to 
their own interests to elect a decent Mayor have no right to 
complain if their police department is used as a personal 
machine by a State official who may have no substantial in- 
Yerest in their city.

flag was used. 

“Roth systems, of course, have their aad- 
vantages, but L believe there are apt to be 
less heartburnings and less weeping and 
gnashing of teeth when the recall flag is 
used than when the red swisher !{s abol- 
ished.”’ 


It is very plain from the trend of Judsce 
Murphy’s remarks that he is an advocate 
for the retention of the recall flag, but no 

appreciates better than Mr. Murphy
